Wahiflgton —UP)— Widely diverg- 


ent views on the proposal of rail- 
roads to raise freight rate 15 per 
cent were presented today to the In- 
terstate Commerce commission m 53 
different briefs. 
Several score more written argu- 


ments are expected before the com- 
mission on Monday begins to listen 
to oral discussions by attorneys. To- 
day was the last day for filing briefs 
but commission officials said briefs 
which did not reach them 
today 


would be received because only about 
ten days were allowed for preparing 
them. 
The briefs covered the full range 


of Industries and organizations ap- 
pearing at hearings throughout the 
country. 
The larger railroads, through a 


committee ,of 18, and the westerr 
carriers presented briefs designed 
to show that they hava made a 
case which the commission should 
decide in their favor. 
The 
Minnesota 
Railroad 
and 


Warehouse commission 
and 
the 
states of South Dakota, Massachu 
setts, North Dakota'and California, 
also submitted arguments. 


Unlike the short line railroad briei 


filed two days ago which indicated 
willingness for agricultural products 
to be exempted, the brief for the ma 
jor carriers 'asserted that "each clas; 
ot traffic owes to the railway service 
additional compensation." 
Stress Existing Needs 
It-asserted that "the need for -the 


proposed increase is due. to irapover 
Ishment of a service that is availec 
of universally and which by its de 
votion to public use must respond 
universally -to the demands 
whicl 


are made upon it as well as to the 
' demands of those 
shippers who 


might be able to dispense with it as 
well as to the demand of those ship 
ments to whom it is indispensable." 


The Minnesota, 
South 
Dakota 


North Dakota and California briefs 
urged the commission to grant th 
motion made by a group of western 
states for dismissal of the railroad's 
petition. 


The California brief, filed by tin 


state railroad commission, said tlT 
major industries of California were 
in serious economic distress and tin 
imposition of higher freight 
rate: 


would diminish 
rather than 
in 


crease the carriers' revenues. 


Loss of revenue by the railroads 


was asserted by the California com 
mission to be dua to the business de 
pression and not inadequate rate. 


The North Dakota Railroad com 


mission declared the railroads were 
not faced with any emergency re 
quiring "such drastic and summary 
action." 


"We insist," its brief said, "tha 


the only lawful way carriers maj 
increase their rates is by filing o 
. specific tariffs subject to suspension 
and justification in the manner pre 
scribed by law. 


"We deny that the carriers ar< 


efficiently managed when their en 
tire passenger business is either op 
erated at a loss or at least on a prof 
it so thin that the freight traffic i 
required to bear the burden of insuf 
Eicient passenger train revenue. 


"We deny that their capital expen 


ditures have been wisely and pro 
perly made. In the face of constant 
ly declining- tonnage the railroad 
made huge capital expenditures in 
1930 
which could not possibly b 


justified by any reasonable antici 
pation of futuie business 


: 
"The railroads have been ovei 
: built and theio is today in the Um1 


rd States a huge surplus of trans 
portation facilities. No reasonabl 
rate level can be maintained whicl 
will produce attractive returns on 
railroad facilities valued far in ex 
less of a fair \alue considering th 
available tonnage and needs of th 
shipping public."

3 Of Alleged 
Kidnap Gang 
Shot To Death 


Fourth Gravely Wounded by 


Texan Who Says He Was 
Intended Victim 


Atlanta, Texas—OP)—Three 
men 


were shot to death and a fourth was 
wounded dangerously near here last 
night by J. H. Boyd, 50-year-old Lou- 
isiana, gasoline station operator, who 
said they had lured him from his sta- 
tion and kidnaped him. 


Officers identified the dead men as 


Hardy Luce, 45; Bill Fish, 38, Boyd's 
stepson, and Early Sullivan, 28. Phy- 
sicians said they did not expect Bill 
Sullivan, brother of Early Sullivan 
and brother-in-law of Fish, to live. 
All were filling station operators. 


One pistol bullet fractured Boyd's 


right arm. Another plowed a furrow 
across his chest. 


Boyd said two of the men came to 


his station, 13 miles from Atlanta, 
told him a motor car m which they 
were riding had developed trouble 
and asked him to tow them in. He 
said when he drove up behind the 
machine one of the group forced him 
with a shotgun to enter their car. 


Boyd told officers he liberated one 


arm and opened fire after he was 
struck over the head. 
Two of the 


four slumped on the seat. A bullet 
tore Into his right arm, disabling it. 
He said he shifted the pistol into his 
left hand and fired two more shots. 
Officers said Boyd fired but 
four 


shots. 


The Sullivan brothers lived near 


Vivian, La. Luce operated a gaso- 
line station just over the Louisiana 
line In Texas. Both Boyd and Fish 
operated stations in Louisiana. The 
motive of the alleged attack was not 
made clear.

Huntingdon, N. Y. —OP)— At the 


special request of District Attorney 
Alexander Blue, 
Coroner 
William 


Gibson adjourned the Inquest Into 
the death of Benjamin Collings until 
10 o'clock in the morning, a week 
from today. 


Blue told reporters he asked for 


the adjournment so he would have 
more time for investigation. He said 
lie hoped to have Mrs. Collings pres- 
ent as a witness when the hearing 
was resumed. She was unable to 
come today because of her physical 
condition. 


'Mrs. Collings 
said In her first 


story to police that she left the Col- 
lings' cruiser Penguin with two men 
in a canoe while her husband, beaten 
and bound hand and foot, could still 
be seen floating in the water, it was 
testified at the Inquest today. 


Officer Testifies 


This testimony was given by Po- 


lice Sergeant Robert Forest, who 
was the first to question Mrs. Col- 
lings. He said she greeted 
him 


with a smile and told her story of 
two, men boarding the 
boat 
and 


throwing her husband over the side. 
Then they took her away. 


"Was your husband visible at that 


time?" he said he asked her. 


"Yes," he said she replied. 
"He 


waa floating in the water near the 
bow of the boat." 


Forest told of somg to the boat- 


house where Mrs. Colllngs was- taken 
when found on an anchored motor- 
boat. Using notes-he made at the 
time he recited the story he said 
she told him. It was as follows: 


Mr. and Mrs. Ceilings and their 


little daughter were asleep on their 
cruiser, when it was boarded by two 
men. Collings went on deck and the 
men told him they had a wounded 
man they must get to the Connecti- 
cut shore. He refused and then Mrs. 
Collings heard him say. "They're 
putting me Into the water." 


Ordered Lights Out 


Forest said Mrs. Collins told him 


the two men had 
forbidden 
any 


lights on the Penguin and that while 
they were arguing with Collings lit- 
tle Barbara Collings began to cry. 


"Keep the baby quiet," the- wit- 


ness said, Mrs. Collings quoted one 
of the men as saying. "You do what 
you're told and nothing will happen 
to you. 


Her story, as reported by Forest, 


continued that after throwing Col- 
lings over tho 
two men lifted "a 


form." which she supposed to be the 
wounded man 
although she could 


not be sure, into their canoe. Then 
she was ordered 
into the canoe, 


which she said was so heavily loaded 
she was afraid it would tip over. 


As the men paddled her away, she 


said according to Forest, she could 
see her husband floating near the 
Penguin. 
When they ncared the 


shore the younger man got out and 
waded ashore and the elder took her 
to an anchored motorboat wheie he 
left her. 


Forest said this first story made 


no mention of an attack upon Mrs. 
Collings by the elder of the two men. 
In later stories she said she was 
attacked.

to their quarters. 


This was the first Jail escape here 


In 18 months. A year and a half 
ago six men escaped ono night, but 
all wore recaptured, with tho excep- 
tion of one 
who 
died about 
two 


month ago.

TRAFFIC REGULATION 


The common council's concern for 


the safety of school children required 
to cross heavily travelled streets on 
their way to and from school is to be 
commended Its insistence that imme- 
diate steps be taken to compel com- 
pliance > with ordinances and laws reg- 
ulating "use of highways by motorists 
is opportune. 


It would seem from observation and 


from court records that regulation of 
traffic in Appleton is not being given ' 
! the attention this matter deserves. 


^ Speeding, in the sense that motorists 
drive faster than 
safety dictates, is 


', common, arterial stop signs are becom- 


ing meaningless and a general decline 
in the observance of all traffic laws, 
, with consequent increase in hazards to 
1 everyone using the highways, is quite 
apparent. What is needed is a deter- 
mined effort to regain control of the 
; situation if this peril to life and prop- 
, erty is to-be lessened. 


It is difficult for the observer, how- 


. ever, to reconcile the council's insis- 
tence for enforcement' of traffic ordi- 
' nances with its decision Wednesday 
night to provide another squad car for 
the police department, and, thereby "re- 
duce the number of men that might be 
available for effective traffic regulation 
""duty. 
Two men in one automobile 


most assuredly 'cannot cover as much 
territory or do" as effective work in the 


• regulation of traffic as two men riding 


on two motorcycles. Yet it'purchased 


, the-squad car. It would appear that if 
^the council really wanted enforcement 


of traffic laws it would provide the po- 
"lice department with the facilities it 
needs f9r that duty. 


The police department now. has two 


• men assigned to motorcycle duty, 


working in shifts, so that at no time, 


• except possibly during emergencies, is 


there more, than one man on motorcy- 
cle duty. It is quite evident that one 
man cannot possibly patrol the heavily 
traveled streets in a city of 26,000 peo-' 
pie in a manner that will result in ef- 
. fective regulation of traffic. What is 
needed is more motorcycles and more 
motorcycle officers. 


That does not necessarily mean an 


increase in the police force, but it 
would mean a realignment of the du- 
ties of the men. If instead of urging 


vthe purchase of another squad car, the 
police and fire board and the police and 
license committee of the council had 
recommended the addition of 
more 


motorcycles it is quite probable that 
the men would be assigned to use them. 


Consistency, it would seem, should 


have dictated more motorcycles instead 
of a squad car, if effective regulation 
really is desired. 


SCENERY AND PROSPERITY 
Eight years ago a power company 


prepared to build a dam in the river 
above Cumberland Falls, near. Corbin, 
Kentucky. Many citizens of that com- 
munity rejoiced at the prospect. 
It 


would mean, they believed, stimulus 
of local business. There would be an 
army of workers to make customers for 
Corbin's stores. 


Nature lovers in the community took 


a different stand. They pointed out 
that Cumberland Falls, one of the na- 
tion's natural scenic beauties, would be 
ruined by the project. They reasoned 
with their neighbors and won most of 
them over.

Finally out- 
siders took up the cry to save the falls, 
through magazine articles and public 
discussion.

Local busi- 
ness and professional men took a three- 
week vacation from 'their regular du- 
ties, put on overalls and worked on 
the highway. Within a week after the 
road was completed, 2,000 • visitors 
passed over it to view the much-dis: 
cussed waterfall, regarded by many 
person* as one of the finest cast of the 
Mississippi river.

falls and the establishment of a beau- 
tiful state park there. They'll never 
miss that business boom they passed 
up cheerfully, either. Tourists will pay 
as well as the army of workers would 
have paid—and over a longer period. 


PROGRESS IN GRAND RAPIDS 
Grand Rapids, Mich., like dozens of 


other cities in this country, was hit 
pretty hard by the business slump. 
Grand Rapids didn't sit down and wait 
aimlessly for things to improve some- 
where else and -then profit by the back- 
wash. It didn't deny that it was in a 
serious fix. It didn't try any witch- 
doctoring. It faced the situation and 
started right out to do things for Grand 
Rapids. 


Taking a civic inventory, it found 


that there were a lot of able-bodied 
and willing workers out of work. It 
also found that the town had allowed 
its plant to run down. Improvements 
really hadn't kept pace with popula- 
tion. Desirable public works had been 
postponed. Various new buildings were 
needed, among them a municipal audi- 
torium. The city was shy of parks, 
and what playgrounds it had needed 
sprucing up and equipping for real use- 
fulness.. 
J There was no public swim- 


ming pool. Streets had not developed 
along with traffic. Pavemen-ts, sewers, 
sidewalks and water mains were need- 
ed. Public buildings needed paint and 
general renovatioji. 


So the city began, like a 
thrifty 


home-owner out of work, to use pres-" 
ent idleness for future benefit. It start- 
ed not last month or last year, but two 
years ago, when most of us were mere- 
ly hoping for the best. Its remedy AVES 
not doles, not even prayers, but jobs. 
It budgeted everything, and made a 
regular business of improving and 
beautifying the city. There are a cou- 
ple of thousand men at work right 
now, making a new park, extending 
and widening streets, razing old build- 
ings and rearing new ones, and doing 
whatever else needs to be done to put 
the civic plant and premises in first- 
class shape. 


Men work, and work gladly, for 40 


cents an hour-—it's for themselves and 
their town. There's a-sort of old-fash- 
ioned "barn-raising" spirit about it. 
The surplus idle have been absorbed in 
constructive employment so effectually 
that every family is said fo be cared 
for, and only 3 per cent of those who 
needed help are getting "direct relief" 
because they have no bread-winners. 


It costs money—yes. But far less 


than such improvements would cost in 
normal times. And just watch Grand 
Rapids when the business tide turns! 
That's what the people there are say- 
ing, anyway.

fever required human hosts. It was discovered 
that tho disease was due to a resistant and filter- 
able virus, commonly transmitted by tho body 
louse, with which a great majority of oxir troops 
wore infested at the timo of the armistice. 


Most of the men used in tho experiment were 


returned to ordinary duty in the course of sev- 
eral weeks. Stubborn cases persisted for several 
months in the relapses which characterise the 
disease. One of them developed serious complica- 
tions which ended in blindness and death more 
than -ten years later.

the 


board considers sound and feasible. 
It was made known today, the board 
will confine its activities to assisting 
in financing holding T. part o£ the 
1931 crop through cooperatives.

also may authorize the stabilization 
corporation to retain 1,300,000 bales 
previously acqxiired from the market 
tor another year. 
The board has consistently urged 


acreage reduction. 
As a drastic 


measure it proposed that one-third 
of the current crop be destroyed. In 
the wake of its rejection came hun- 
dreds of new ideas which the board 
now considers unworkable.

Washington—It is about time that 


someone wrote the first atory of the 
season concerning the famous Dem- 
ocratic" two-thirds rule, and probably 
this Is It. 
The two-thirds-rule is something 


the Democrats discuss earnestly be- 
fore every convention. First there 
is invariably much serious discus- 
sion about abolishing the rule, effec- 
tive forthwith. That discussion re- 
' solves Itself into a more or less 
general agreement that 
the- thing 


should be abolished at the end of 
the convention rather than at the 
beginning, so that its elimination 
will not 
appear 
to 
have 
been 


brought about for the benefit of any 
particular candidate. But by the 
time the platform is adopted and 
the nominees. chosen, everyone has 
forgotten all about It.. 
Inquiry among Democrats indi- 


cates that there has been abso- 
lutely no discussion -of the. two- 
thirds rule this year up to 
this 
moment. 
-Democrats 
intervtewe-- 


have been inclined to ask: 
"Well, 


'why bring that up?" 
Nevertheless, next 
year will -be 


the 
one-hundredth anniversary of 


the 
two-thirds rule, even if 
no 
one is erecting any monuments to 
it. - The Democrats held their first 
national convention in 1832 and it 
was then they adopted the 
rule. 
The Republicans. have : always beer 
content to nominate their candidate- 
by a vote of the majority.

lias been retained appear to h»T« 
been the natural unwillingness of

any candidate -who can obtain a ma- 
jority lias little trouble in landing- 
another 17 per cent of the delegates. 
,The chief general argument for the 
rule is that a two-thirds vote nom-. 
ination demonstrates 
solidarity :or 


concurrence of opinion and the chief 
-general arguments•-against it- are 
that the majority rule principle 4s- 
a, good_t one.- which should be fol- 
lowed and that the two-thirds-rule' 
is likely to create unnecessary bit- 
terness damaging to the party.

•Square Garden convention of 1924 
elements in both the McAdob' and 


' Smith factions, favored permanent 


suspension of the rule in the be- 
lief that their favorite could obtain 
a majority. But apparently neither 
side "was quite sure that the sus-

man instead of its own. After the 
ninety-ninth ballot it was proposed 
-that the low man? be dropped out 
after each roll call and that if neith- 
er of the two top candidates had 
two-thirds after the 104th ballot the 
nomination be handed to whoever 
could1 get a majority. Tha.t proposal 
•was defeated by viva voce vote, as 
were various other motions for ab- 
rogation.

It now seems likely that 
the rule will remain 
undisturbed 


next year, although you never can 
tell.Proposals to get rid of the rule 
have appeared during close contests 
during various 
past conventions. 


They failed. Democratic state con- 
ventions in a pre-convention referen- 
dum in 1880 voted to retain it. The 
only two candidates who ever at- 
tained a majority vote and then 
failed of nomination 
were Champ 


Clark, who had a majority on eight 
of the 29 ballots in 1912, and Martin 
Van Buren, who lost to James K. 
Polk in 1844. President 
Andrew 


Jackson, whose renomination 
was 


assured, is supposed to have caused 
the rule to be established in the 
1832 
convention in order to solidify 


support behind Van Buren as his 
running mate.

All holders of. li- 
censes must report to the Wiscon- 
sin Conservation commission, writ- 
ing the information on blanks which 
are furnished with the issuance of 
each individual license. 


All licensees must report to the 


Wisconsin Conservation commission, 
writing the information on blanks 
which are to be furnished with the 
issuance of each Individual license. 


The report, which is called an an- 


nual game census, must be received 
by the conservation commission on 
or before Feb.. 1, 1932. -Failure to 
make a report will be forfeiture of 
the individual's right to obtain a 
hunting or trapping license for a 
period of one year. 


The game census report must be 


filed whether or not any game was 
secured. There must be a report to 
the commission for each lisense is- 
sued.

lows: "On or before Feb. 1 after the 
issuance of any hunting or trapping 
license issued under this 
chapter 


the licensee shall report to the state 
conservation commission on blanks 
furnished by the commission at the 
time the licensee Is issued the num- 
ber of his license, the number and 
kind of each game animal 
taken 


under such license, .and such other 
information as may be required on 
the blank for 'the purpose of en- 
abling: the commission 
to prepare 
statistics regarding the same. Any
